POT (TJLTUHK.—Plantings may be made at 
any time from September to December, though 
October is the best time. A light, rich soil, with 
a mixture of well-rotted cow or slieejj manure, is 
most suitable. Use a 4- or 5-inch jmt, and have 
the top of the bull.) .Just above tlie surface. After 
potting, give a good watering and set away in a 
cool cellar or outhouse, and cover over with coal- 
ashes or some litter nntil thoroughly rooted; they 
may then be brought as wanted for a succession 
of llovvcrs into a moderately warm, light room. 

(’ULTUHE IN GLASSES.—When it is desired 
to grorv Hyacinths in water, they should be 
])lacc.d so that the base of the bulb merely 
touches the water. The glasses should then be 
set in a cool, dark closet, or in the cellar, until 
filled with roots, when they may be brought into 
the light. Give as much fresh air as jrossible 
without letting the 2 )lants stand in a draught, 
and as nearly as jiossible at a temjjerature of 
(>(1° until the S 2 )ikes are dcveloi)ed. To put them 
at once into a room with a temperature of, say 
70°, would cause them to flower 2 )rematurely.

OUTDOOR CULTURE.—The bulbs may be planted any lime from October to December— 
the earlier the better. They succeed in any good, well-drained garden soil. Set the bnlbs so that 
the to|)s will be 3 or 4 inches below the surface and (i to 10 inches a]iart. Uefore very severe 
weather comes on, cover the beds with straw, leaves or manure, to protect them from the frost, 
but car(> shonld.be taken that this covering is not too thick, as the bnlbs are as likely to be in¬ 
jured by being kei)t too warm as by free/dng; this should be removed in March, or when danger 
from hard frost is iiast.

Tile very beautiful siiccies and varieties of 
Narcissus are aiiioug the most popular and largely 
grown of spring-flowering bulbs, and that deserved¬ 
ly, too. Their exquisite grace, beauty and charm 
of habit have been immortalized in the poetry of 
all times. No garden should be without them. 

They are all of the easiest cultivation, thriving 
in almost any soil and situation, and they may be 
left alone for several years after once being planted. 

They do best, however, in a deep and somewhat 
stiff soil, and in a jiartially shaded position. They 
are well adapted for planting by the sides of 
streams, or lakes, or ponds, and in mi.xed flower 
or shrubbery borders. They are also suitable for 
naturalizing in the grass, by the side of woodland 
walks or in open spaces between trees and shrubs. 

AVith the exceirtion of the Polyanthus section, they 
are all irerfectly hardy. 

Narcissus are also very suitable for growing in 
pots, requiring about the same treatment as hya¬ 
cinths, with 3 or 4 bulbs in a 5-inch pot. Some of 
the varieties are grown in largo Jiumbers by florists 
tor winter cut-flowers.
